home use, glass cans are much pre­ 
ferable because they m ay be used 
year after year while the tin can is 
sued but once. 
When buying new 
cans, those having a glass top are 
much preferable to those having a 
metal top. 
The first step in successful can ­ 
ning is to see that the cans are air 
tight. 
To te>t a can; partly fill with 
water, place rubber and tighten the 
top, and invert for a few minute«. 
If water leaks out the coin should 
not he used. 
Frequently the trouble 
may he remedied by changing tops 
and rubbers. 
New rubbers of the 
best quality should he used in the 
canning.
